<t Abandoning stijl more all respect for 
the neutral rights of the Unite:l Staucs, and 
for its own consistency, tire British Go- 
vernment now demainds as free requ:sites 
to a repeal ot its Orders as they reeute to 
the United States, that a tormality should 
be observeil in the repeat of the French 
Decrzes, no wise necessary to their ters 
minatton norrgemplifed by British usage; 
and that tbe French repeal, besides incturle 
ing that portion of the Decrees which 
eperates within a territorial jurisdiction, 
as well as that wliich operates on the high 


scas azainst (he commerce of the United 


States, should not be a simple special re 
peal in relation to the United States; but 
should be extended to whatever other neue 
tral nations unconnected with them may 
be affected by those Decrees, 

And as an additional insult they are 
called on for a formal disavowal of conclie 
tions and pretension advanced by the 
French Government, for which the United 
States are themselves so far from having 
been he A that, in official explana- 
tions which have been published to the 
World and in a correspondence of the 
American Minister at London, with the 
British Minister for foreign affairs, such 
a responsibility was explicitly and empha- 
tically disclaimed, 

€ It has become indeed sufficiently cer-° 
tata that the coiamerce of the Uuited 


States is to be sacrificed not as interfering 
with the belligerent richts of Great Britain, 
not as supplyung the wants of her enemies 
white she herself supplies; but as 
interferng with the: monoply which she 


coveis tor ber own commerce and 
navigation, She carries on a war against 


Ure lawtul comsuerce of a friend that she 
may the better carry on a commerce with 
an Cutury, a commerce pollutecdt by the 
torgeries and perjuries which are for the 
most par: the ouly passports by which it 
car succeed, 

< Anxious to makeevery experiment 
short of the last resort of injured nations, 
the United States have witkheld from 
Great Britain, under successive modifica- 
tions, the benefits of a free intercourse with 
their market, the loss of which could not 
but vatweigh the profits arising from her 
restrictions of our commerce with other 
nattous. And to entitle those experiments 
‘o tavourable consideration, they were 
framed so as to enable her to place her ade 
versary Wxder the exclasive operation of 
them. Lo these appeals her Government 
have been equalty inllexible, as if willing 
to make sacrifices of every sort rather than 
yield to the claims of justice or renounce 
the ercorsota lalse pride. Nay,so far were 
the attempts carried to overcomctheattach- 
ment ofthe British Cabinet to its unjust 
edicis, that it received every encourage= 
ment within the competency of the Éx- 
ecutive Branch ot our Government, to ex- 
pret that a repeal of them would be 
tollowed bv a war betweentbe United States 
and* France, uutess whe French Edicts 
shoufd also be repealed. Even this com- 
munication, althougb silencing forever the 
plea of a disposition inthe United States, to 
acquiesce in those Edicis, originally tbe 
soie plea for them, received no attention. 

‘& If no other proof existed of a prede- 
termtuatton of the Dritish Government 
agaLtst a r. peal of its orders, ie might be 
found in the correspondence of the Minister 
Plenipotentiary of the United States, at 
Loundon, and the British Secretary for For- 
eign Aftairs in 1810, on their question, 
whether the blockade of May 1806, was 
considered as in force or as not in force. 
It had been ascertained that the French 
Government, which urzed this blockade 
as the ground of its decree, was willing, in 
tie event of its removal, to repeat that 
deeree ; which being followed by alternate 
repeals, of the otter offensive edicts, might 
abolish the whole system on both sides, 
Ehe iuviting opportuuity for accommtishe 
ing an object so important to the United 
Stes, aud profussed sv often to be the 
desire of bota the bellizerents, was made 
kuowa to the British Government. As 
that Government adinirs that an actual 
appiication ef an adeguute force is 
necessary to the existence of a legal 


hloekade, aud it was notortous, that if 


such a force had ever been applied, its 
loag discontinuance had annutled the 
bioekede in question, there coukl be no 
suticient objection on (he part of Great 
Britamn to a formal revocation of it; and 
no imaginabte objection to a declaration of 
the fact that the blockade did not exist. 
Fhe declaration would have been consistent 
with her avowed principles of blockade, 
and would have enabled the United States 
to deinand from Prance the pledged repeal 
ot her deerees: either with success, in 
wliich case the way would have been 
opened far a general repeal of the betiie 
gerent edicis 5 or without success, in which 
case the United States would have 
been justified in turning their measures 
exclusively against France. ‘The British 
Govermmeat wouid, however, neither ree 
scind the biockade, nor declare its non-ex- 
istence, nor permit its non-existence to 
be inferred and afârmed by the American 
Plenipotentiary. On the contrary, by 
representing the blockade to be com- 
preheaded in the Orders in Council, the 
Uuited states were compelied so to regard 
it in their subsequent proceedings. 

é< T'herewas a period when a favourable 
change in the policy of the British Cabinet 
was jistiy consileresl as established. ‘The 
Münster Plenipotentiary of His Britannic 
Mijesty here, proposed an adjustment of 
the differences more inunediately endan- 
gering the harmony of the two countires. 
Fhe proposition was accepied with a 
promptitude and cordiality corresponding 
with the invariable professions of this Go- 
vernenent. A foundation appeared to be 
laid Fora sincere and tasting reconciliation. 
The prespeet, however, quickly vauish- 
ed.—- The whole proceeding was disavowed 
by the British Govermnent, without any. 
explanation which coukl at that time re- 
press the belief, that the disavowal pros 


ceeded from a spirit of hostility to the 
commercial rights and prosperity of the 


United Scates. And it has since come into 
proof, that at the very moment when the 
public Minister was holding the language 
of frien-sship, and inspired confidence in 
the sincerity of the negociation with which 


he was charged —a secret agent of his Go- 


verument was cmployed in intrigues, have 
iis for:their object a subverston of our 
Government, and a dismemberment of our 
happy uuion, 





to decide with greater advantare 


n reviewing the conduct of Great 
Britain towards the Unitel States, our 
attention is necessarily drawn to the ware 
fare just renewed by the Savages on one 
of our extensive frontiers; a warfare 
which is known to sparc neither age nor 
sex, and to be distinguished by features 
peculiarly shocking to humanity. It is 
difficult to account for the activity and 
combinations which have for some time 
been developing themselves among the 
tribes in constant intercourse with British 
traders and garrisons, without connecting 
their hostility with that influenee; aad 
without recoltecting the authenticated exe 
amrples of such interpositions heretofore 
furnished by the officers and agents ot that 
Government, 

€€ Such is the spectacle of injuries and 
in:lignities which have been heaped upon 
our Country 3 and such the erisis which is 
urexampled forbearance and concilintory 
elforts have not been able to avert. Èt 
might at least have been expected, that an 
enlightened: nation, if less urged by moral 
obligations, or invited by friea:liy disposie 
tions, on the part of the United States, 
would have found its true intercsts alone a 
sufictent motive to respect their rights and 
their tranquillity on the high seas; that an 
enlarged policy would have favoured the 
free and general circulation of commerce, 
in which the British natien is at all times 
interested, ant which in times of war is 
the best alleviatioa of ijs catamiiies ta 
herself, as well as the other beiliwerents 
and more especially that the Brutish 
Cabinet would nat, for the sake of a 
precarious aim surrebtitiaus intercourses 
with hostile markets, have persevered ia 
a course of measures which neeessaritv 
put at hazard the tiwvaluabie market or à 
great and growing evuntry, disposed to 
cultivate the mutual advantages of an 
active Commerce. 

<6 Other Councils have prevailed. Onur 
moderatien and cenciliatton have had no 
other effect than to encourage preszverance, 
and to enlarze pretensions. We ‘behokt 
our seafaring citizens still the darly victims 
of lawless violence committed on the great 
and common highway of natiovs, even: 
withinsight of the Couniry which owes 
them protection, We bekold our vessels, 
freighted with the products of our soil and 
industry, or returning with the honest pro- 
ceeds of them, wrested from their lawfut 
destination, confiscated by prize couris no 
longer the organs of public law, but the in- 
strument- ef arbitrary edicts; and their 
untortunate crews dispersed anl lost, er 
forced or inveigted in British ports into 
British Avets, whilstarguments are er:ploy- 
ed in support of these aggressions, which 
have no foundation but in a principie 
equally supporting a claim to revulnte our 
external commerce in all cases whatsorver. 
We behold, in fine, on the side of Great 
Britain, a state of war against the United 
States; and on the side of the United Statee, 
a state of peace towards Great Britain. 

<< Whether the United States shall can= 
tinue passive under these progressive usure 
pations, and these accumulating wrongs; 
or, opposing force to force in defence ot 
their natural rights, shall commit a just 
cause into the Bands of the Almighty Dis- 
poser of events, avoiding all connections 
which might eutangle it in the contests ar 
views of other powers, and preserving a 
constant readiness to concur in an honoura- 
ble re-cstablishment of peace & friendship, 
is a solemu question, which the constitu- 
tion wisely confides to the Legishatir 
Department cf the Government. En 
commending it to their early deliberat: 
Iam happy in the assurance that the : 
sion will be worthy the enliehtened’ 
patriotic councils of a free and a power. 
natton,. 

‘€ Having presented this view of the 
relations of the Umited States with Great 
Britain, and of the solemn alternative 
growing out of them, I proceed toreinark. 
that the communications last made te 
Co:igress on the subject of our relation” 
with France, will have shewn that sinc: 
the revocation of her Deerers, as they 
violated the neutral rights of the United 
States, her Government has authorizeo 
illegal captares by its privateers and public 
ships, and that other: outrages have been’ 
practised on our vessels and our Citizens. 
lt will have been scen also, that no 
indemnity had been provided, or satiefac- 
torily pledged, for the extensive spolintions 
committed under the violent and retros- 
pective order of the French Government 
against the property of our Uitizens, scize 
ed within the jurisdiction of France. 

“< [ abstain at this time from recom- 
memding to the consideration of Congress 
definitive measures with respect to that 
nation, in the expectation (hat the result of 
unclosed discussians between our Minister 
Plenipotentiary at Paris and the French 
Government, will speedily oaable Congress 

re, on the 
course due to the rights, the interests, aud 
the honour of our country.
